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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


These last few weeks have been quite challenging. I had the pleasure of moving out of my house which I have been a resident 
at for over 20 years. I had forgotten how much work is involved with organizing movers, calling utilities, forwarding US mail 
and PACKING MY STUFF. 


It is incredible how much stuff one can accumulate over 20 years. And I was wondering why I have kept so much stuff to 
begin with. I had to make some decisions on what to keep and what to throw away. Note that I did give away quite a bit of 
clothing, appliances, basic electronics (not radios, no way) and other items to Goodwill and Salvation Army stores. I was also 
very conscientious about taking a large quantity of household chemical products from cleansers to paints to the local House- 
hold Hazardous waste collection facility. Even electronics that were rejected by the Goodwills of the world found a home at a 
local E-Waste collection facility (not radios, no way). 


Then came the time to pack up my radio table (I consider it my shack). I ended up with five boxes of stuff related to radio. 
This does not include my base station rigs. I hand carried my 2 HF rigs to my new home (I still live in Martinez). The others 
(2 meter, 440 and 220 rigs) are bolted onto the radio table which of course was taken by the movers along with everything 
else. 


The move took place during the first week of February. The movers I hired did an 
excellent job. I would recommend them and they are local (based in Martinez). One of 
the movers noted my radio table and my CERT gear. I think he was interested and im- 
pressed. Perhaps he will be inspired to join a local CERT team and maybe pick up a radio 
someday. 


After the move, the real fun began (and is still on-going). I had to start UNPACKING 
MY STUFF. I was working diligently doing this while working diligently on my job (I 
am not retired and work full time, thankfully at home). I unpacked the real necessary stuff 
first. I figured I had to eat so I started on the kitchen. I set the radio table in the living 
room. Clearly, Ham radio has taken over my life. It will be the most prominent feature in 
my new home. 


Then along came Thursday Feb. 3rd. Iam on the roster of NCOs for the weekly MDARC 
net. At that time, I was scheduled to run the net the first week of the month (we have 
since moved me to the 5th week of the month, which I am thankful for). That afternoon, I 
was not even thinking about running the net until I came to the realization that it was my 
turn. It was already getting late in the day. I looked around my new home and saw my radio table (see the photograph). I 
thought to myself, holy sh*t, I am not set up to do the net. 


Then an idea occurred to me. This is not a problem. I will just grab my “Go Kit’ which is in the garage and set it up to run the 
net. Not a problem. Right? Wrong! The other photo I shared is my go kit with a 50-watt 
2 meter Yeasu (used of course, I rarely buy new radios). Also included was my trust 
worthy little lithium battery. 


I set up a portable antenna like I always do. I never had permanent antennas where I 
lived before so I quickly set it up in the backyard. By the way, the backyard faces Mt 
Diablo. I fired up the rig and started to run the net. Everything seemed to be going well 

except when I was close to the end of the roster, my radio cut out. I thought to myself, 

holy sh*t, the battery ran out of juice. I was not able to finish the net. I am not positive Se 
who stepped in to help me and finish the net. I believe it was either KJ6MXT or 
KJ6MXP. I thank you for covering for me. I felt rejected and wondering what happened. 
Well in the aftermath, I came to the conclusion that I was running full power on the rig. 
I didn’t need to do that. I could have run the net with 5 watts as opposed to 50.

A lesson learned for me. Never assume the battery is going to last. Make sure the bat- 
tery is fully charged and are capable to handle the application I chose to use. I had much 
more powerful batteries in the garage that would have been more than enough to handle 
a short radio net, but I did not choose to use one. I also could have emailed or called 
another member of the NCO roster and ask them to cover for me. Well that pretty much 
concluded an overall stressful week. I will try to be more diligent when I am asked to 
deploy to a remote site to set up a field rig.

1. Call to Order: The meeting was called to order at 7:00 pm by Larry Bradley KK6QPE after it was determined that 
there was a quorum for conducting Club business. 


2. Roll Call: Attendees via Zoom screen shot:

3. Approval of Minutes from Last Meeting: The minutes of the November, 2021 Board Meeting were approved 
without objection.

4. Adopt Tonight’s Agenda: The agenda for this meeting was unanimously approved. Motion to approve by Trevor

5. Officer reports: 


a. President Larry Bradley KK6OQPE — He mentioned that he had added Program Committee under committee reports 
because finding speakers is a lot of work for the vice president. He added that he has not populated it with names 
because it will be up to Ed KJ6KYT (President elect) to set it up as he sees fit. He also mentioned that Ed KJ6KYT is 
planning to take care of the vice president’s role as well as the president’s role. Larry had nothing further to report 
other than that it has been an honor to serve as president for the last 4 years. He commented that it has been a period 
of growth for himself and for the club.

d. Treasurer Cathi K2CJW presented a summary of the November 2021 monthly report. She then presented the 
detailed spreadsheet. There were no questions for Cathi. 


6. Emergency Coordinator Report: Ron Bunch W4FEK -— There have been no reports of any issues. Mike WOMEW 
reported that he had heard our “friend that uses not so nice language” on W6CX again. 


7. Directors at large reports: 

Mike WarrenW6MEW - Nothing to report. Trevor Hall WA6JAU — Nothing to report. 

Eric Ferguson KA6USJ — Larry KK6QPE reported that as we already knew that Eric is now SK. 
Cal Vasquez K6VT — Not present. 


8. Committee Reports: 


a. Education and Training: John AF6RJ sent his report via email and Larry KK6QPE sent it out as an attachment to 
the meeting announcement for this meeting. 


b. Pacificon: No report.

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c. Digital Media: Mike Patterson N6JGA reported that Constant Contact is getting to be a problem for us. They have 
increased their fees and any attempt to create a new event reveals that you now have to have a PayPal account to pay 
via PayPal on Constant Contact. To pay by credit card, without having an account, they have added WEPAY which 
has lower transaction fees. This is creating problems with payments for our classes and also membership dues. Mike 
stated that we need to find another provider like Constant Contact because this situation is getting onerous. Mike 
N6JGA asked for board approval to open up a WEPAY account to solve our payment problems, in the short term, 
while we establish an alternative solution. Mike W6MEW proposed a motion, seconded by Trevor WA6JAU to 
approve that Mike N6JGA can open a WEPAY account, in the short term, to overcome the payment problems. The 
motion was approved unanimously. 


d. Outreach: Dick Wade WM6G was not present. 


f. Technical: Jim Tittle KOSOE stated that the new multimode repeater for DMR, Fusion and D-star has been installed 
and that, so far, it seems to be satisfying the neighborhood. Trevor WA6JAU reported that during the technical 
meeting, there was a discussion about putting the 8400 repeater on North Peak. This cannot be done until it can be 
turned off remotely so Trevor was tasked with getting the equipment to do this. There were no questions for the Jim or 
Trevor. 


g. Auction: No report expected. 


h. Vehicle (MDARC-1): Jim K6SOE asked if anybody needs 220 MHz stationmaster repeater antennas because he has 
about 10 of them to give away. Jim reported that he will be taking MDARC-1 to the MESH demonstration workshop 
on Saturday to see if we can connect to other nodes on the Bay Area Mesh Network. Larry KK6QPE explained that 
we have a connection in the Lafayette Police Department who heads up the wildfire alert system and who is trying to 
set up a MESH Node on Kregor Peak which we hope to connect to on Saturday December 11. Rob Rowland is in 
contact with him in an effort to set something up. 


i. Communications Trailer: Mike W6MEW reported that they took it to the Delta Club’s meeting on December 2nd 
where he did a presentation on the rebuilding of the trailer. He also stated that they plan to take it to the MESH 
demonstration workshop on December 11. 


j. Field Day: No report expected. 


k. License Testing: Larry KI6LNB reported that the most recent testing was done at the last General Membership 
meeting. He is expecting 8 or 9 people to take a test at the next General meeting on December 17. 


1. Public Service: Larry KK6QPE reported that we are still looking for a Public Service coordinator. 


m. Membership: Jan KM6NFC reported that he had sent out reminders for membership renewals and that he has 
received another 10 renewals for 2021 and that he has 36 renewals for 2022. Jan showed the Staff report screen of the 
new membership portal and elaborated on the numbers. 


n. Election Committee: A report was not expected. o. Scholarship: A report was not expected. 
p. Radio Lending Library: A report was not expected. q. Holiday Banquet: A report was not expected. 


r. 75-year Celebration Committee: This was discussed under unfinished business below. 
s. Presentation Committee: This was discussed under 5 a. above.

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10. Unfinished Business: 


10.1 Budget review and vote to approve: Larry KK6QPE showed a spreadsheet of the Budget proposal for 2022. The 
sources of income were examined and adjusted according to estimates that the board considered to be reasonable. After 
examination of the expenses and agreement on the costs, the bottom line revealed a deficit of -$20,017 which was 
considered to be untenable because Larry KK6QPE stated that the members will expect to see a balanced budget. The 
expenses were reexamined and it was decided that some of the new expenses that were proposed were laudable but not 
affordable. The expenses were reduced to a point where the deficit was -$10,142. This was considered to be acceptable 
because last year’s budget was -$9,828 and the actual 2021 deficit is projected to be very low. At this point Trevor 
WAOJAU proposed a motion, seconded by Mike W6MEW, to approve the budget as shown and it was approved. 
Further discussion resulted in the statement that “some members of the board are recommending that the licensing 
GOTA classes should be included in the $15 course fee and the Board will make that recommendation to John Primus 
AF6RJ, the Education and Training Committee Chair.” 


10.2 Storage location for donated radio equipment, manuals and literature: Larry KK6QPE asked Barb KOWHY if the 
storage space, that she had previously offered, was still available. She replied that it will be available until she gives up 
her storage locker after April 2022. Larry KK6QPE opined that we should not take donations that nobody has a use for, 
and can’t be sold. 


10.3 Status report on revising Membership database for processing and tracking payments, status, etc.: Larry KK6QPE 
asked Jan KM6NFC for a date when this will be done. Jan replied that it will be ready by the middle of January 2022 for 
all members to test. Jan said that he wants to establish different viewing privileges for staff and general members at the 
next meeting. 


10.4 75th year celebration, latest options (see sent file): Larry KK6QPE noted that Barb KOWHY had reduced her 
recommendations down to 4 and that Matthew, N4DLA had also made some recommendations. He deferred further 
discussion on this topic to Ed Morales KJ6KYT. 


10.5 Document Retention Program... where are the documents now located? (see sent file): Larry stated that he had 
previously sent the Retention policy to the board and asked them to take a look at it to see what they might have because 
when he and Brian KM6NGS visited Rodie’s they did not find much. He asked them to let Ed KJ6KYT know if they 
have any of the required documents so that he can get members of the board to handle them. He noted that it is 
necessary to have the documents, mentioned in the Document Retention policy, on hand in order to retain our status as a 
nonprofit. Mike N6JGA stated that the Document retention list needs to be compared to what is on the Google Drive 
and that he may still have some records that need to be loaded onto the Google drive. Cathi K2CJW added that she has 
been uploading the financial records to the Google drive and asked if the printouts, that she still has, need too be 
retained. It was decided that the digital records are sufficient and that the printouts can be destroyed. 


11. New Business: 
There was no new business.

Trevor WA6JAU seconded by Cathi K2CJW, proposed a motion to adjourn. All members voted in favor.
